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Red Cross Providing Hospitais 


Officials of Red Cross Blood 
Service announced recently that they 
are now providing hospitals with a 
superior red cell product, Nutricel, 
an additive blood bag system 
Shipment to local hospitals started 
Monday (March 11) and the new 
product will improve the expedience 
and economy of transfusions. 

The introduction of this space- 
age blood bag, manufactured by 
Cutter Laboratories, has two great 
benefits. The system will extend the 
shelf life of red blood cells from 35 
days to 42 days and increase red cell 
viability, especially during the last 
two weeks of storage. This means 
that even at 42 days, the blood’s 
ability to carry oxygen has not 
decreased and is still of better 
quality than previous methods. The 
bag will be distributed to all 47 
hospitals served by Red Cross along 
the coast of Mississippi, Alabama, 
Florida and Georgia 

“The extension from the 
previous 35-day limit is good news 
for all hospital blood banks, and 
especially for us at the Gulf Coast 
Region,’’ said Karen Gaddis, 
Administator of Red Cross Blood 
Services headquartered in Mobile. 
‘‘In addition to being able to produce 
more derivatives for hemophiliacs 
and components for leukemia 
patients, hospitals using the new 
bags may choose to reduce 
related costs by

Every effort will be made to test 
inventories of blood and 
components In addition to 
implementing the testing, the 
recently revised and strengthened 
FDA blood donor screening 
guidelines are being used by the 
American Red Cross Blood Services 
to better and more clearly identify 
and exclude donors from high-risk 
categories 

Federal guidelines require a 
phase-in test period during which 
found to have a_ positive 
antibody must be discarded. The 
danors of those units will not be 
notified until proficiencies are 
developed and alternative test sites 
are established to confirm test 
results. ‘‘The establishment of 
alternative test facilities ts vital to 
maintain the safety of the 
community's blood supply and to 
provide evaluation for those 
individuals who may not qualify as 
blood donors,’ said Dr. Daniels.

A history lesson in handwriting 
was the week-long class taught to 
New Brockton Elementary students 
by Carol MeCrady, an Alabama 
resident artist.

he visiting artist says the uncon- 
ventional curriculum helps boost 
student creativity, develops eye- 
hand coordination, and gives young 
people a money-making talent malt 
is a useful thing, whether they make 
a living at it or just use it for fun,” 
McCrady said 

She contends that the ancient 
form of handwriting, which has been 
exhumed in recent years by arts and 
crafts enthusiasts, can be mastered 
‘Half the secret is 
learning how to hold the pen,” 
McCrady said. ‘‘Then you learn the 
basic strokes, do row after row, and 
that's all it takes,’’ she added 

The style she teaches to the 
students is a basic italic style that is

easy for beginners to learn, The 
resident artist teaches the strokes 
and the letters that might be 


described as fancy block letter, but 
the students do have to learn how to 
print what is essentially a different 
ilphabet. The pen used is a wide, 
flat-tip pen that is held at a 
1S-degree angle to give thick and 
thin strokes to the letters. 

MecCrady has taught 
different age groups and finds the 
children seem to learn the 
stvle faster than adults. ‘‘I have 
taught in the state junior college 
system and I have taught about 
4,000 adults calligraphy I am 
teaching elementary, middle school 
and hich school now and I find the 
fourth, fifth and sixth graders do 
very well, I think that is because 
they have just recently learned 
cursive and their ways of writing are 
not really set,’’ she said

State Attorney General Clarifies Authority Of Kinston Police 


The State of Alabama attorney 
general's office this week answered 
a number of legal questions sub- 
mitted by Kinston Mayor W.H. 
Mullins concerning the authority and 
training requirements of policemen, 

Mayor Mullins requested an 
opinion on the following questions: 

‘1. If the town of Kinston hires a 
man for the work of a police officer, 
before we send him to the police 
academy, does he have full arresting 
powers as a police officer out on the 
streets? Does another officer have to 
be with him? 

‘*2, Does a police officer that has 
been through the academy but out of 
police work for six months or more, 
have to take any refresher course 
when he goes back into service? 

“3, Does an auxiliary police 
offiter have the authority to carry a 
gun?” 

In issuing an opinion on the 
questions, the attorney general 
stated: 

‘Regarding your first question, 


Code of Alabama 1975, Section 
36-21-46 sets out the minimum 
standards for applicants and 


appointees for employment as law 
enforcement officers in this state. 
Section 36-21-46(a)(3) states: 

‘Police Training - Prior to 
appointment, the applicant shall 
have completed at least 240 hours 
of formal police training in a 
recognized police training school, 
which shall include the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation Police 
Training Academy or another 
training school approved by the 
commission; provided that an 
applicant may be provistonally 
appointed without having com- 
pleted the police training pre- 
scribed In this subdivision, sub- 
ject to the condition that he shall 
complete such training within 
nine months after provisiunal 
appointment; and should he fail 
to complete such training, his 
apppointment shall be null and 

void.’ 


(Emphasis added) 

“Thus, the town of Kinston may 
hire, as a police officer, an individual 
who has not completed the required 
training for law enforcement 
officers, provided that individual 
completes such training within nine 
(9) months of his appointment as a 
law enforcement officer, In an 
opinion of the attorney general to the 
Honorable Michael B. Thompson, 
mayor of the town of Section, dated 
June 25, 1984 it was stated that an 
individual could perform all! duties 
assigned to him as a policeman of a 
city while serving under a provision 
al appointment as a law enforcement 
officer before completing the 
necessary training, Thus, such an 
individual would have the power to 
make arrests during this time. 

‘Your second question is to be 
answered in the negative. The 
requirement that those who leave 
law enforcement work for a period of 
six months or more must complete 
the 240 hours of police training
